The Seer et of the Murder of John 
B. Thorpe. 


What arethe “Loyal 
Militia” of Arkansas. 


Among mapy other citizens of Arkan- 
ats arrested by the militia organized by 
Ciay ton, let loose on that people for the 
purp»es of robbery and murder, was 
one B J. Davis, of Mississippi county. 
Wehave made diligent inquiries as to 
the character of this man, and as to the 
cause of his arrest and inhumad incar- 
ceration. His character we now, from 
the most eereful in veatigation, prouounce 
irreproachable, without fear of trutvful 
contradiction. Heis an honestand thrifty 
citizen, law-abiding, aud utterly uncon. 
necied with any lawless outrage on law, 
or the rights cf others. The cause of bis 
arrest by the militia of Clayton we also 
know, and will state, for the edification 
of the Radical saiuts of New England 
aud elsewhere in the North, who ap- 
rove of the villainies of Clayton and 
his band of Thugs, yclept the State 
Guard of Arkapsas. e wish Greeley 
sand Phillips to make a note of it. 
About a year since, while many mules 
Pand horses were being steien in the 
neighborbood of Mr. Davis, two of his 
mutes were taken. Being a bold and de- 
termined man, he choose to turn out and 
pursue the thievee, rather than submit 
quietiy to the depredation; and he set 
ab ut a diligent search for them, pub- 
lishing band-bills describing them, and 
offering a reward. 
, Persistent inquiry traced them to 
one Prior N. Lea, @® member of the 
Kadical persuasion. This Lea was a 
neighbor and intimate friend and associ- 
ateof D. P. Upham, subsequently one of 
Clayton’s Generals of the State guard. 
Davis, when he traced the theft to this 
Lea, proceeded to his neighborhood to 
have him arrested, and tock into hie 
confidence one John B. Thorpe, furmer 
Sheriff of the county, where Lea and 
Uphem were residing. Thorpe told him 
that if Lea stole the mules Upham knew 
all about it, which information, as the se. 
quel will show, was correct. Davis ar- 
rested Lea and took him to Mississippi 
county, where the theft was committed. 


WHERE UPHAM COMES IN. 


Ona the way thither Lesa confessed alil— 
told Davis where his mules were—admii- 


ought to be in the ‘penitentiary. He 
cou fessed that after sieaiipg the mules 
he left one of them with a certain party 
to be sold for his benefit, who was oue of 
his confederates, and that he had taken 
the other, a black mule, to his own neigh- 
berhood, and immediately delivered the 
same to his neighbor and friend Upham, 
(not then but afterwards one of Ciayton’s 
Generals of militia.) He further con- 
fessed that Upham had taken the said 
black mule to a person who was a clerk 
of one Logan F. Rots, now claiming to 
be a member of the U nited States Congress 
from Arkansas, and pawned the muie 
for fifty dollars. Upham then went to 
Little Rock, where he met Roocte, and 
told him tbat his clerk hed advauced. 
him fifty dollars on the mule, and that ’ 
az he was etill in an impecunioua condi- 
tion, ke would take fifty doliars more 
apd iet him keep tbe muie. 
The immecuiate Roote was then in 
some employment uoder the United’ 
States Government—perheps connected 
with the Revenue Department—and be- 
ing tlush, iet him have the additional 
fifty doliare, taking a mule for a hundred 
doliars which had cost one hundred and 
seventy five, and was worth even more 
mo that, as was obvicus to any one, on 
sight. 
After ascertaining the facts, and after 
delivering Lea, the thief who did the 
siealicg, to the civil authorities of Mis. 
siesippi county, Davis ‘‘ went for’? Roots, 
and proving his mule 80 satiefac:orily 
{Hat no one could doubt his claim, Rots 
was compelled to give up the. stolen 
property. 
Lea postponed an investigation of his 
case On Che excuse snd apotber, until 
Davis wascalied to Memphis on business, 
where he was competied to remain a few 
cays. During his absence, he being 
wbecessary witness establish 
ibe guilt of Lea, Povie, 
& member of the Radical Consti- 
iutional Convention. of ANsas, 
and a Radical went to the County 
Judge or Probate “Judge of the 
county, and demanded that a certain 
bail bond be aecepted for Lea, threaten- 
iag that if he did sot accept the bond 
the military forces of the U aited States, 
under the command of the Freedmen’s 
Bureau atihat piace, wouid rescue the 
thief. Of course the County Judge, 
feeling powerless, yielded and accep 
ths bond, which was straw bail, and the 
horse and male thief was turned loose. 
Not only this, but he was honored with 
the proteetion and escort ofa U. 8. sol- 
dier of the Freedmen’s Bureau. 
It is useless to mention that this Lea 
hes never put io his appearance at Court. 
Ta the meantime Roots went for Up- 
ham for the $100 be had paid bim for the 
mule, of which sum, by the way, the 
ssid melish General gave Lea forty dol- 
lars, and kept sizty for himself, a large 
commission, but not too large for baing 
broker for stolen property. 

THE MURDER OF THORPE. 
Now comesthe sequel. After the organ- 
ization.of the militia, Joha B. Thorpe, a 
most estimabie citizen, who had in 
first instance correctly (as the facts su bse- 
quently developed showed) identified U p- 
ham with the theft was assassinated 
privately by the militia under the im. 
mediate command of Upham, who had 
become one of Clayten’s Generals. Tits 
was done under the vs gue charge of Ku- 
Kiuxism, without prof or color of law, 
or of everf decent military investigation. 
Then followed the arrest of Davis, his 
incarceration and an getusl detail of 
militia ruffians to shoot him. This 
murderous result was, however, . 
vented by someas yet unexplained in- 
tervention of Providence.
